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Recent Statistics of Economically Active Population 


Censuses are taken in most countries at ten-yearly intervals near the 
beginning of each decade. The regular sequence was, however, interrupted 
by the second world war and in some instances censuses scheduled for 1940 
were abandoned. The urgent need for up-to-date information then resulted 
in censuses being taken in a number of countries during the early post-war 
period. As, however, there is a great advantage in having the available 
data on the different countries for the same year, international organisations 
joined in encouraging the taking of censuses of population and agriculture 
in as many countries as possible during 1950 or a proximate year. During 
the past two years censuses have been carried out in a considerable number 
of countries, including most of the American countries, a large part of Western 
Europe, some African countries, India, Japan, Pakistan and New Zealand. 

This note brings together new data that have become available in recent 
months and should be read in conjunction with chapter I of the I.L.0O. 
Year Book of Labour Statistics for 1949-50, which contains the similar data 
available up to the middle of 1951. Most of the information included in 
this note is contained in the 1951-52 edition of the Year Book (just pub- 
lished), the most important exception being the figures made available 
recently by the Federal Republic of Germany and included in table I below. 
This table shows the economically active population in 24 countries and its 
relation to the total population. Table II shows for 13 of these countries 
the economically active population in three significant age-groups as per-

centages of the total population in the same age-groups. When these data 
are compared with the corresponding figures from earlier censuses, some 
interesting developments are noted. Comparisons of data from different 
countries are, however, frequently subject to important reservations because 
the data are based on different definitions or classifications.* 


1 Generally speaking, the “economically active population * consists of employed 


persons (including employers, persons working on 
wage earners, and unpaid workers in family enterprises) and of persons unemploy

time of the census. Students, women occupied solely in their homes, retired persons, persons 


living entirely on their own means and those wholly dependent on others are not included 
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The most frequent causes of lack of comparability in census data for 
the different countries are differences in the criteria utilised for inclusion 
(or exclusion) of certain categories of workers such as seasonal and part- 
time workers, young persons seeking work but never previously employed, 
and unpaid workers who help in family enterprises. In some cases it is not 
clear to what extent unpaid family workers have been included among the 
enumerated economically active population—farmers’ wives, for example, 
are mostly included in certain countries and mostly excluded in others. 
These variations in the treatment of unpaid family workers in the different 
censuses affect in particular the proportions of young persons and women 
reported as economically active. 

The proportion of the male population economically active is usually 
about 60 per cent., while in the case of females the proportion economically 
active is in the majority of cases less than one-fourth. 

For the countries shown in table I, the percentage of males economically 
active ranges from 47.0 per cent. in Morocco to 67.8 per cent. in Italy ; in 
European countries the range is relatively narrow—between 63.2 per cent. 
(Federal Republic of Germany) and 67.8 per cent. (Italy). The proportion 
of males economically active is closely related to the age structure of the 
population—in general a higher proportion of males is to be found in the 
middle and upper age-groups in Europe than in other countries and hence 
the proportion of the total male population economically active tends to 
be higher in Europe than elsewhere. 

Differences from country to country in the percentages of total female 
population recorded as economically active are much wider than for males, 
the proportion varying from 6.8 per cent. in Morocco to 53.7 per cent. in 
Turkey, though exclusion of unpaid family workers may largely explain 
the Jow percentages in Morocco, Egypt and some other countries. 

Comparing the percentages given in table I with those obtained in the 
preceding census (usually 10 years earlier) it will be found that only Italy 
showed an increase in the percentages of both males and females economi- 
cally active. Egypt, Denmark, Norway and New Zealand showed a decline 
for each sex. Canada, the United States, Panama, Japan, Switzerland, the 
United Kingdom, Australia and Hawaii had lower percentages of economi- 
cally active among males but, with the exception of Switzerland, there was an 
increase in the percentage of females economically active. In Switzerland 
the percentage of females economically active was 25.9 in 1940 and in 1950. 

It will be seen in table II that 90 per cent. or more of males in the age 
group 20-64 years are economically active in both economically advanced 
and underdeveloped countries, the lowest proportion (89.7 per cent.) being 
in the United States. In Europe the post-war censuses have in nearly every 
case shown a figure of 96 or 97 per cent. 

In the age-group 15-19 years the proportion of males economically active 
shows greater variation ; it is affected particularly by the extent to which 
education is continued beyond the age for compulsory school attendance. In 
post-war censuses the proportion recorded has been usually around 80 per cent. 

The proportions of economically active persons in the age-group 65 years 
and over are influenced by customs regarding retirement and by the deve-

lopment of provisions for old-age benefits. In Canada, the United Kingdom 
and New Zealand, for example, marked decreases have occurred. This 
tendency does not appear to have been associated with any lessening of the 
disparities between countries: in European countries the proportions of 
men aged 65 and over economically active vary from 9.4 per cent. in the 
Saar and 30-40 per cent. in the United Kingdom, Austria, Sweden and the 
Netherlands to 50-60 per cent. in most of the remaining countries. 

The proportion of females economically active tends to be higher in the 
more industrialised countries than elsewhere ; furthermore, in Europe it 
tends to be higher because of the relatively greater participation of women 
in agricultural work. 

The proportion of females aged 15-19 economically active in European 
countries ranges between 50 and 80 per cent. except in a few cases—notably 
Portugal, Spain and Turkey, where the figure is 30 per cent. or less. Rela- 
tively low proportions are noted in the United States as well as in some 
economically underdeveloped countries. In most countries the proportion 
has tended to increase in recent decades and this is also generally true of 
the age group 20-64 years, though the percentage economically active among 
females in this group varies much more from country to country than that 
of males of the same ages. Generally speaking, about 20-30 per cent. of 
females aged 20-64 are recorded as economically active.

Survey of Consumer Expenditures in the United States, 1950 


The Survey of Consumer Expenditures undertaken during the period 
January-May 1951 by the United States Bureau of Labor Statistics related 
to the year 1950 and covered 91 cities. The survey was part of the general 
programme for the revision of the consumer price index, and its results have 
been used to bring up to date the weighting diagrams and lists of items 
priced for the index. 

The sample of consumers selected for personal interviews was drawn 
either from extensive listings of addresses of living-quarters recorded in the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics dwelling-unit survey conducted in the fall of 
1949 and spring of 1950, or from listings of addresses of living-quarters 
as recorded in the 1950 Census. 

Data for 10,800 family units covered in the survey have recently been 
published. The preliminary results show that, after payment of personal 
taxes, urban families had disposable money incomes in 1950 averaging 
about $4,300; families whose heads were wage earners or clerical workers 
(making up about 65 per cent. of the total urban family population covered 
in the survey) had an average money income less taxes of about $3,900. 
About 30 per cent. of all families and 28 per cent. of wage and clerical worker 
families had disposable incomes below $3,000, and about 14 per cent. and 
9 per cent. respectively had incomes above $6,000.

Survey of Family Income and Expenditure in Switzerland, 1951 


The Swiss Federal Office of Industry, Arts, Crafts and Labour recently 
published the results of the 1951 survey of family budgets.4 Similar in- 
quiries have been conducted on a uniform basis annually since 1943 in differ- 
ent parts of the country. 

In 1951, 262 families returned account books to the statistical offices 
in three towns: Berne, Bienne and Zurich, and in four cantons: Geneva, 
Lucerne, Tessin and Zurich. Of these, 160 were wage earners’ families 
averaging 4.3 persons and having an average money income of 9,500 francs, 
and 102 were salaried employees’ families averaging 4.1 persons and having 
an average money income of 12,470 francs. 

The average consumption expenditure of the wage earners’ families 
was 9,069 frances (excluding taxes amounting to 356 francs), and that of 
the salaried employees’ families was 11,641 francs (excluding taxes amounting 
to 774 francs). 

In the following tables the principal results of the 1951 survey are shown 
for the two groups of families.

Changes in the Table 


Belgium. The series previously published appears now in two separate 
parts in order to distinguish persons wholly unemployed from persons 
temporarily unemployed through interruption of operations or intermittency 
of work. Percentages of unemployment have also been recalculated sepa- 
rately. The new presentation follows the changes introduced recently by 
the Belgian National Office of Placement and Unemployment. 

Norway. The series of percentages has been discontinued owing to the 
lack of current data. 

Puerto Rico. The series of numbers of unemployed has been discon- 
tinued owing to the lack of current data.

General Level of Employment.

Philippines. A series of indices of non-agricultural employment is intro- 
duced in this issue, embracing all full-time and part-time employees on the 
payrolls, i.e., who worked during, or received pay for, the pay period ending 
nearest the 15th of the month. Proprietors, self-employed persons, domes- 
tic servants and unpaid workers are excluded. The indices are compiled 
from data furnished by 734 establishments under the following headings : 
mining and quarrying, manufacturing, transportation and communication, 
commerce, construction, personal services, recreational services and Govern- 
ment. 


Employment in Manufacturing. 
(a) Indices of Numbers Employed. 

Uruguay. The series has been discontinued owing to lack of current 
data. 

Philippines. A series of indices of employment in manufacturing has 
_ been introduced, covering all full-time and part-time wage earners and 
salaried employees on the payrolls, i.e., who worked during or received pay 
for the pay period ending nearest the 15th of the month. 

Italy. The series previously published is replaced by a series excluding 
electricity production, distribution and supply. 

Yugoslavia. A new series has been introduced covering employees 
(including apprentices) in both the nationalised and the private sector of 
manufacturing. 

New Zealand. The series previously published has been corrected by 
adding employment in seasonal manufacturing establishments (meat 
freezing and preserving, butter and cheese factories, etc.) and excluding 
persons employed in power and water supply. 


(b) Indices of Total Hours Worked. 


Italy. The former series of indices of total hours worked in manufacturing 
is replaced by a series excluding electricity production, distribution and supply.

Changes in the Tables 
General Level of Wages. 


Brazil. A new series of average earnings per month in the Federal 
District (Rio de Janeiro) is introduced in this issue. The data are calculated 
by the Getuilio Vargas Foundation in co-operation with the National Sta- 
tistical Council, and are based on the payrolls of the 45 establishments 
employing more than 500 persons and of a sample of 132 establishments 
employing from 4 to 499 persons, with an annual sales volume of at least 
200,000 cruzeiros. The series is based on the gross earnings of all workers 
in the establishments concerned, and embraces mining, manufacturing, 
construction, and service industries. 

Belgium. A new series of average earnings per day of wage earners 
is introduced in this issue. The data are based on a sample of approxi- 
mately 71 per cent. of the wage earners covered by social security, and relate 
to 787,499 persons employed by 37,114 enterprises in mining, manufac- 
turing, construction, and transport, without distinction of age, sex or skill. 
The series represents gross earnings, including basic pay, overtime pay, 
profit-sharing bonuses and other supplementary payments. Payments 
in kind are evaluated at arbitrary prices. Earnings per day are calculated 
by dividing the total wages declared per quarter for purposes of the social 
security contributions by the number of insured workers subject to contri- 
bution in the same quarter. Payment for days not worked is included, 
except as regards the diamond-cutting and mining industries. 


Wages in Manufacturing. 

Belgium. A new series of average earnings per day of wage earnings 
in manufacturing is introduced in this issue. It comprises a subdivision 
of the general wage series described above.
